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an indican which is derived from an indigo plant and a p-glucosidase enzyme component as 
claimed and wherein the dye mordant is selected from the metal elements as claimed. 

Accordingly, the claimed subject matter, as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulation.
